Cold weather to continue 

SNOW descended on the 
region at the beginning of the 
week, turning it into a winter 
wonderland. 

As residents attempted to go 
about their daily duties, many 
took time out to make snow¬ 
men, other snow sculptures 
and have the odd snowball 
fight. 

Jacqueline Burrell, a fore¬ 
caster at the Essex Weather 
Centre, in Chelmsford, warned 
there could be more snow 
ahead. 

“Very cold conditions persist 
through the week with only a 
slow thaw expected as temper¬ 
atures will typically only reach 
a few degrees above freezing 
by day,” she said. 

Last night (Wednesday) was 
due to see the lowest tempera¬ 
tures of around minus five 
degrees Celcius. 

“There are hints that milder, 
Atlantic weather will make a 
return over the weekend,” she 
added. “This will likely be 
preceded with a further spell 
of snow.”

COUNCIL HIT OUT AGAINST 
CHANGES IN TAX SCHEME 


OFFICIALS at Barking and 
Dagenham Council have hit out at 
central government over changes 
caused by the localisation of coun¬ 
cil tax. 

Local authorities have been told 
by ministers that they must set up 
the administration of council tax 
benefits, which were previously 
managed by government. 

All councils must develop their 
own scheme from this April, 
despite the funding to do so being 
cut. 

Barking and Dagenham Council 
says it will have to pass the cost of 


the scheme onto residents, meaning 
some of the borough’s poorest and 
most vulnerable will have to pay 
council tax or have their benefits 
cut. 

Deputy leader Rocky Gill, who is 
also cabinet member for finance, 
said: “Put simply, the government 
has failed to give our council the 
full amount of money we need to 
run council tax locally at the same 
level it was run when Ministers did 
the job.” 

Mr Gill claims the authority 
needs £20.7million to run the 
scheme for the 2013/14 financial 


year, but has been given only £18m 
to do so. 

“That leaves us having to make 
some very difficult decisions about 
how we bridge what is a yawning 
gap in funding of the scheme,” Mr 
Gill added. 

“The money from government 
also comes with some strings 
attached. No council will be able to 
pass on the cost to all residents 
equally - for example, pensioners 
will be exempt - so we have had to 
consult with local residents about 
the shape of our own scheme and 
which people who used to get full 


council tax benefit will now have to 
make a contribution towards it. 

“Because pensioners must be pro¬ 
tected from the changes to the 
scheme, the actual cut to all work¬ 
ing-age council tax benefit recipi¬ 
ents is actually 15 per cent.” 

The authority will be sending 
information to all benefit recipients 
about the changes, while council 
tax bills will be sent out in March. 

“We encourage anyone who is 
worried to visit the council tax 
pages on our website or speak to 
your local councillor,” Mr Gill 
added.

Workers help keep borough moving 


AS THE snow hit this week, council leader Liam 
Smith went out with the borough’s gritting teams. 

Despite temperatures plunging below zero for 
most of the weekend and a covering of snow, the 
gritting and road-treatment teams were able to 
keep primary and many secondary routes clear. 

Mr Smith paid tribute to residents of the bor¬ 
ough who did their bit by clearing paths and keep¬ 
ing an eye on older and vulnerable residents dur¬ 
ing the cold snap. 

“Everyone has pulled together over the last few 


days to make sure we keep the borough moving as 
far as possible,” he said. “It’s been a sterling 
effort. 

“Our gritting teams have been working night 
and day in some difficult conditions, striving to 
keep our main routes clear. Most refuse collection 
routes were cleared of snow and recycling collec¬ 
tions were done, but there were some delays. That 
backlog however was largely cleared.” 

On Monday, only a few schools closed as a 
result of the snow. Most opened despite the cold¬ 


est temperatures of the winter so far and almost 
constant snowfall throughout Sunday. 

“The cold weather is set to stay for a few more 
days yet and snow is in the forecast,” Mr Smith 
added. “But the council’s response will continue. 
Please keep an eye on our website for updates on 
school closures or follow us on twitter at @lbbd- 
council for real-time updates. 

“Most of all however, please do stay safe in the 
cold weather, plan your journeys with care and 
don’t take any unnecessary risks.”

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Jacksons gear up for London show 

In March, the four surviving members of the original Jackson Five will perform together in London for the first 
time in almost 35 years. Ahead of the gig, Jermaine Jackson granted YA reporter Charles Thomson his only UK 
interview - to talk about how returning to the stage helped him cope with the death of his brother, Michael 



WHEN I call Jermaine Jackson at his hotel in 
France he answers the phone with a whisper. He 
has been rehearsing for some solo concerts in 
Europe, and has lost his voice. 

“I had to see a doctor today,” he says. “Em not 
supposed to talk loud.” 

In March, all four surviving members of the 
Jackson Five will perform in London for the first 
time in almost four decades. 

The concert, at the Hammersmith Apollo, is 
part of the brothers’ Unity Tour, which garnered 
rave reviews last year in the US. 

It will visit London as part of a two-month, 26- 
concert journey across Europe and Australia. 

Michael Jackson and his brothers last played 
London in 1979 on their Destiny Tour, perform¬ 
ing four consecutive nights at the Rainbow 
Theatre in Finsbury Park. Jermaine says he 
understands that some people will wonder how 
they could possibly compensate for his absence. 

“We know he’s missing,” he says. “But we try 
to fill in for him. We all sing. We all dance. 
Marlon was always an incredible dancer. We 
even perform some of his music.” 

In fact, Michael will be central to the show. 

“We do a tribute to him with videos on the big 
screen,” he explains. “Playing the music has 
been healing as well. So we’re paying tribute to 
him and it’s also helping us to deal with his pass¬ 
ing.” 

In light of Michael’s subsequent global super¬ 
stardom, it is easy to forget how successful the 
Jackson brothers were as a group. As Jermaine 
puts it, “The Jackson Five was the foundation for 
everything that came after.” 

They were the first group to ever have their 
first four singles hit number one. Breaking 
colour barriers, they were given their own car¬ 
toon series and were mobbed by fans in every 
country they visited. Their European Tour in 
1972 broke The Beatles’ attendance records and 


their 1984 Victory Tour became the highest 
grossing tour in US history. 

For Jermaine, the wait to rejoin his brothers 
onstage in Britain has been a long one. He was¬ 
n’t on the Destiny Tour in 1979. His brothers left 
Motown in 1975 to join Epic, where they were 
promised more creative freedom. Jermaine, 
however, had married Motown founder Berry 
Gordy’s daughter and felt bad about deserting 
his father-in-law’s label. His memories of play¬ 
ing London stretch all the way back to the 
Jackson Five tours in the early 1970s. 

“London has a lot of great memories for me 
from those days. We would have to run every¬ 
where because of the fans,” he laughs. “We never 
got caught back then - but we’re older now.” 

He is also keenly aware of European audi¬ 
ences’ knowledge and passion for Motown. 

“When we come to Europe they wanna hear 
everything,” he giggles. “We’ve added extra 
songs in especially.” 

After the tour the brothers are planning an 
album, their first since 1989. 

“We’re working with various producers,” says 
Jermaine. “We’re writing a lot of it ourselves. It’s 
dance music, all different tempos. We like to tell 
good stories.” 

He expects the album to be completed by late 
summer. After that, perhaps another tour. 

“We want to put the record out and see what it 
does and go off the momentum of that,” he says. 

But in the meantime, he promises that London 
fans can look forward to a dynamic concert. 

“You’re gonna see 40 years of music,” he says. 
“It’s high energy. The band is incredible. We just 
want to keep the legacy alive and play with 
integrity. We’re going to do it all.”

Funds for 
pothole 
repairs 

WALTHAM Forest Council is to 
spend £2million on repairing pot¬ 
holes and improving footway sur¬ 
faces in the borough. 

Around £300,000 will be spent 
on potholes caused by the recent 
wintry weather, with the remain¬ 
der on upgrades to paths. 

The investment was announced 
as part of the council’s ‘creating a 
better place’ campaign, which will 
implement a programme of regen¬ 
eration in the borough over the 
coming months and years. 

“The borough will benefit from 
investments totalling £160m to 
deliver major regeneration pro¬ 
jects,” said Councillor Clyde 
Loakes, deputy leader and cabinet 
member for environment. “This is 
just one element in a much wider 
programme of developments and 
enhancements that will stimulate 
growth in the borough. 

“The £1.7m will be invested in 
making improvements to 30 main¬ 
ly residential streets with a partic¬ 
ular emphasis on raising the stan¬ 
dard of the footways. 

“The additional £3 00k will 
allow us to repair potholes that 
occur because of the winter 
weather. 

“Not only does tackling potholes 
quickly allow us to prolong the 
life of our road network, and miti¬ 
gate against third party claims, it’s 
also very important to residents - 
whether they walk, drive or cycle 
- that we maintain surfaces and 
keep them safe.”

Manager Russell Slade rang the changes again 
after Saturday’s Doncaster reverse and restored 
Mooney, Rowlands, Cook, Mathieu Baudry and 
Lloyd James to the starting line-up. 

Starting on the bench was Elliot Omozusi, 


back in the squad after a spell in prison. 

Minutes after Adam Forshaw had missed a 
golden chance, one-on-one with Jamie Jones but 
slicing wide, Rowlands fired home a stunning 
30-yard free-kick into Simon Moore’s top comer. 

The Bees did not take long to level though 
when the visitors failed to clear a Sam Saunders’ 
16th minute corner and Hayes netted from close 
range, with Jones rooted to the spot. 

Jimmy Smith then wasted a great opportunity 
to restore the O’s lead on 30 minutes, but blasted 
over from 18 yards, before setting up Rowlands, 
who was a whisker away from hitting his second 
of the evening. 

Jones then atoned for the goal by pushing over 
Saunders’ 39th minute free-kick, but his defence 
was at fault when they failed to clear Saunders’ 
flag kick and Donaldson had the easiest of tap- 
ins to put the Bees ahead. 

The half ended with both sides trading blows - 
Smith forcing Moore into another fine save and 


Bees’ Harley Dean and Tony Craig going close 
with free headers as the O’s were having trouble 
clearing Saunders’ dangerous comers. 

Straight after the break, the O’s survived a bla¬ 
tant handball from Mathieu Baudry that every¬ 
one, except the referee, witnessed.Orient should 
have been dead and buried on 53 minutes, but 
Donaldson wasted an excellent chance to put the 
Bees further ahead, but allowed Jones to make a 
point-blank block. 

The east Londoners were then thrown a 58th 
minute lifeline when Bidwell - booked in the 
first-half for dissent - saw red for pulling Smith 
back. 

The O’s then dominated and won a controver¬ 
sial 73rd minute penalty when McDonald fell 
under a Lee Hodson challenge, but Moore 
guessed right to make a spectacular save from 
Mooney’s driven spot kick. 

Orient continued to press and got their 
deserved point on 86 minutes when Cook curled 


home a delightful 25-yarder, that gave Moore no 
chance. 

Slade said: “It was about doing it consistently 
right in both boxes. We weren’t ruthless enough 
in our own box and they were two soft goals. 

“We were bullied for the second goal and not 
doing it right in the opposing box. We had six 
good chances tonight. But, if we had done it right 
in both boxes, then quite simply, we would have 
come away with the three points. 

“We scored two great strikes, but then look at 
the goals Brentford have scored against us - we 
needed to ‘man up’ a bit’. 

“We had to work really, really hard to get back 
in the game. Our work ethic was phenomenal and 
our attitude was good. When we had the extra 
man, I thought we dominated. I think the man-of- 
the-match was their goalkeeper - he pulled off 
some tremendous saves. I thought we hadoppor- 
tunities to win ourselves the game and we should 
have scored three goals with the penalty.”
